We mnat be violent and 
earnest, and Commandant H. H, Booth is 
patting into shape a campaign that ii 
likely to lead np to the biggest demonstra- 
tion of, the attractiveness of the Cross 
that the world has yet witnessed. The 
idea is to rsiss up 1000 men and women 
lo suffer, serve, fight and die for the Sa- 
viour and the salvation of souls in all 
I arte of the world, and this within ths 
■ act two months. 

The " War Cry" announces the plan m 
ths " Candidates' Boom." The outside 
and inside of barracks are placarded des- 
cribing the needs of ths world, and ap- 
pealing to the youth and flower of the 
fight to lean all and fellow the Son of 
Man. Letters have, been despatched to 
every officer on the subject. The Division- 
al Officers are making it the theme and 
object of special meetings. The Com- 
mandant is about to go on a tour to ths 
principal parts and soond the trumpet on 
■ behalf of the neglected world, various 
orusedca are being set on foot and the 
coming visit of the General to Boollaad 
will have the same end— shall we get 1000 
men and women to respond to ths cry, 
this booming 07 for help f Judging by 
ths reply Sunderland has already made 
that number will soon be reached. 

The Chief of Staff and Field Secretary 
spent the intervals between the " Two 
Days with God" in interviewing soldiers 
who had offered for the work since the 
toons was sent off. Around the doorof the 
room in which these conferences took 
place, were to be seen crowds of deter- 
mined fellowe waiting their turn. And the 
women were there too - thoughtfully 
roading the Bible, or a "WarOry," or 
Salvation publication. Sixty-four, it is 
marvellous to .slate, were seen, bat a 
much larger number had to be told to ap- 
ply to their D. O's. There was no time. 
The cry, thank God, is heard, and at last 
Christ's Kingdom is being osdsrstood as 
an Empire, whose needs are world wide, 
and whoso claims are opon all, especially 

Big meetings in London, and ths pro- 
vinces have many and new features com- 
pared to what they were some few years 
back. It was oouaidered orthodox to be- 
gin the evening meetings at 8 o'clock.

The second wss led by 
Colonel Cadman. There wars 200 pernios 
present. For a whole honr believing 
prayer went np to God. The Colonel 
turned it into a holiness service, with a 
glorious result. About twenty rose to their 
feet for the blessing of a clean heart, many 
of them openly confessing their besetting 



The women offleers and wtvst d 
Divisional Officers, are taking their proper 
plans in the fight. Some of these prayer 
meetings alluded to' were led by th em . I 
was gag to see - Mrs. Oover on the plat- 
form of Victoria Hall, facing 2,000 people,, 
including 200 staff and field ofOoersiealmly 
and efficiently leading them on in the path 
of faith prayer before the General's arrival. 

As many of your readers wateh with 
interest the breaking np of German soil, 
they-wiil.be cheered to hear that. last 
Wednesday a remarkable, meeting was held 
in the town of Isalingen, Wortemburg. 
One of the biggest halls was crowded with 
an' orderly' and; attentive audience, the 
police showing the utmost friendliness. 
Seventeen soldiers were sworn in under 
the colors in the name of the General. 
The reading of the articles of war and 
presentation of H. H's.,exoited tho liveliest 
interest, and wa may expect to have from 
the pen of Commissioner .BaUton, a vivid 
description of this and other rsmarkabls 
advances in Germany.

Still on the more. Since we last wrote 
yon— dear Win Oav— I have travelled 
many miles and seen many strange eights, 
to write of them in detail would doublets 
weary you, hut my visit to ths Western 
Coast has beau, 'and will be a matter of 
interest to ma personally, sBtritoalty and 
intellectually. 

While we were then the weather was 
most favorable to nor work as well as for 
travelling, no snow scarcely to be seen at 
the Coast, except on. the distant hilli 
which lift their glgentie heads snow-eappei 
into' the downy okmdsi 

We left Vancouver after a very good 
time, already reported in ths Oar hj CspL 
Xiynas and myself. We took the eteamsr 
at New Westminster at one o'clock in the 
afternoon of the 81st of December, and 
landed at Victoria by ten, in time for sap- 
per, and off to ths watch-night, service 
almost straight riff. We had a beautiful 
meeting,' in which God same blessedly 
near to bless our souls sod save. After a 
solemn thanksgiving and a rsconeeanUtan 
to thank God for the good old year Uiet 
was going out, and to prepare for the good 
inooming year, wa went out for a march, 
brass band to she front. After proceeding 
to the centre of the town, tho hoodlums 
joined ns with tin cans and other instru- 
ments of abject torture, bat with the ex- 
ception of trivial casualties, the anparant 
Deuel proceedings and march were brought 
to a close inside the barracks with" singing 
and grayer, and a good deal of Salvation 
glory, a little after one n.m. when wa 
retired to 00* natural rest. Afar a fsw 
hnm-s refreshment and recreation, ws fall 
like new people for the afternoon holiness 
meeting. Adjutant Scott, Oapt. Ashton, 
Oapt, Harris, Lieut. Dinwoodie and myself 
proceeded to the meeting feeling the im- 
portance of wholly consecrated lives. *ud 
during the meeting evident signs were 
observed' of the intensiveness of the newly 
made vows .his first dav of the year. 

At night the great jubilee oame off to 
welcome the "Wise men from-the East." 
and praise God it was a sool saving as 
wall a, a Ood glorifying tuna. We felt con- 
siderably depressed by the great amount 
of sin that was carried on, even in thsss 
parts, but wai glad to see the evident good 
that has 1-ees done by salvation power 
manifested and displayed on the platform 
of the Salvation Army. Our hearts were 
delighted to hear the "definite testimonies 
and aspirations of our young aoldiera" who 
are thoroughly beat on holy life and war- 
fare. To sit down to write thedetails revel- 
ent to salvation operations manifested in 
that corps alone, is possibly more than 
space, will allow, but we were delighted to 
find a healthy salvation' atmosphere' and 
climate, where yoa eon breathe freely and 
keep warm in heart and bright in soul. 
We must not forget to say that two of Her 
Majesty's soldiers oame to enlist for King 
Jesus at the foot of the Cross, we pray 
that they may be loyal to both.

Here, for the first time in Canada, did I 
think it prudent to speak, sing and pray 
in my own native language. Several 
Welshmen being present in the meetings, 
two or three of whom were soldiers, and 
several of whom were Christians The 
Mayor also is of Welsh deseent.and kindly 
gave ma a donation of five dollars to the 
work. We had packed houses, blessed 
times, good collections, and ons sool. Be- 
lieving for more. 

We returned to Viotorie where we had 
a second campaign against the forces of 
hell, and God gave ns many signs of His 
approbation, 

Wa proceeded hack again to Vancouver 
in a splendid new steamer, where wa had 

voyage, and to observe the most glorious 
scenery it has ever been oar lot to behold. 
The voyage commenced at two a.m., 
and by the light of the pale moon wa look- 
ed upon the blue surging waves of the 
Golf of Santa del Fuego, ' and saw the 
break of day on its heaving bosom looking 
on ths shores of a delightfully fsrtile coun- 
try of . woodlands, hills and surroundings 
=! the riches beauty sni potties! inspirs- 

We landed at Vancouver in time for an 
early breakfast, and after writing all day 
we went to the open-air and inside meet- 
ings, ths baud to the front, where we had 
another glorious lime, Gapl.-Lyne* and 
her happy Lieutenants, otconrse as active 
ss ever in making all arrangements as 
well arranged as could be expected. 

We spent another Sunday in West- 
minster, where God drew blessedly near 
We treregl&d tisee nur now German con- 
vert still pressing on, with a face as brilli- 
ant as the brightness of noon, with salva- 
tion joy. 

There I left the last of my musical de- 
tachment — my comrade, Oapt. Ashton, 
" 'ar famed quartermaster of tho Qutn- 
— and Iprocce'el mysell.Uke the last 
of the Mohicans forward on Calgary. 
After travelling- for a portion of two nights 
and two days on tho can, amongst the 
most beautiful scenery, I reached it. I 
have never seen such romatio scenery. 

Boon after we left New Westminster 
they showed me in the distance the top of 
one of the highest mountain chains in the 
world, one height being fourteen thousand 
feet high, and after wending our way a- 
long the golden bedded Frazer River.along 
narrow cliffs, along defiles sni awful 
ravines over a bridge 2fi0 feet high, we 
came to the loop line at the glaciers where 
we twisted around the mountain Rides for 
our ascent to the station culled the 'glacier 

Amongst the wildest rnmantio scenery 
possible, the Ubhs oaiug heavily fringed 
with snow, except here and there an old 
stalwart tree on the rock edge and wind- 
ward had bared hie mighty arms to the 
fight, the winter's storms. 

But onward we go till wo pans Ihs 
mighty Donald, eight thousand feet high, 
forward by the pale moon's beams to see 
the beantiful scenery nf the surroundings 
of Banff, the Park of Canada, and after six 
hundred milos of mountains to ascend and 
descend we landed at Oahgnryin the early

At tbs age of seventeen I went to sa 
nil proved to be forme a sort of advance 
dfjartmeut in the devil's school ; I sooo 
learned ell hie tricks, I gave myself up en- 
tirely lo Satan, who in return gave me a 
gatiain amount nf daring which often got 
mtinto trouble. 

Pbr instanoe, while lying in the port of 
Banana, West Indies, we lost two men by 
yellow lever. One of the men shipped '

friends. 

Shortly after this I was severely Bound- 
ed and sent to the .hospital, where, al- 
though not expected to live, I would ourso 
sad sneer at the doctors because thoy re- 
. fused to amputate my arm. Finallythoy 
Yielded to my entreaties so far as to pat 
tne on the table and under tho influence 
of ethsr, hut my arm wae not amputated. 
Bo I was put under spooial care with a 
bottle of Bourbon whiskey and one of port 
vise," with orders to the nuraa to give him 
(ms)allha wanted. I got ashamed to set 
:&r all I wanted, so when the iiuwo turned 
bis back I would get up and help myeolf, 
thus between us 1 kept pretty full. 

I finally got well and took a trip home.

What is termed 
a "natural" death is uncommon amongst 
them. Suicides and riolsnt deaths are of 
the most frequent ocsurrsn.ee. One of 
Tommy's mates having a ran of ill-lack, 
bsde good-bye to bis wife and children, 
telling tfasm be was going to ball, and 
that night another auioide'a body wss con- 
veyed to ths mortuary. 

The man mentioned at tbo beginning of 
this paper was scoffed at in tba etreet with 
loud laughter by a gambling companion 
the night before he got saved. The next 
day this companion was mes by a "elreak 
of bail luck," He was i sen drinking 
heavily,

"LetGod hnvo all the glory," was Ma- 
jor Margetis' cloeing eenlence to me when 
giving me a. little information as to his 
dear wifn'e lifo end doath, and already we 
feel conndent that God has been glorified 
in thia recent sadden promotion of our 
dear comrade, Mrs. Major Margetts. 

In a Wan Cur issued Boptombor, 1887, 
appeared a full nccount of her life, the 
eirenmatnncce of whioh will, no donht be 
remembered by our many readere and 
Eriende, so that we just give an outline of 
Ibis:— 

Cspt. Owens was born in Wales, and had 
all the blessed inHnonces of a Christian 
Lome. At ten years of age ehe got tba 
witoese that her sins were pardoned. A 
Binning end repenting lifo did not satisfy 
lwr and God slopped thia np-atid-down ex- 
perience, through the Salvation Army, 
and on the 17ib of September she got 
thoroughly sanctified in an Army meeting. 
In full uniform she attended the Qneen'n 
Scholarship Examinations at Swaneea 
College, eurronndod hy about ISO young 
ladies all dressed in tho latest stylo and 
fubion, yet aba got a bleseed victory in 
her eoul, and came ont nt tbe bead of the 
list in ber examination. In September, 
'61, ibo entered the International Train- 
ing Homo, where she nsed to cry herself 
to sleep at nights. For five weeks she waa 
employed ou the Cellar, Garret and Gutter 
Work, It was at this time she promised 
Ood that if she had to bo a woman of sor- 
. rows all h« days in order to batter servo 
Him she would gladly do it. 

Of her lib while in the Training Eomo, 
Btaff-Oaptain Banks writes : — 

"Whilst at the English Training Home 
she waa sent nut with another inaaie to 
work in the slams, Her loving heart and 
deep sympathies forced her, as it were, to 
■ tatie upon lieraolt tho bunions whioh she 
caw others bearing in tho dark misery 
surrounding her on all sides, -lie burden 
increased until an overflowing sonua of tho 
awful nin and its certain consequences 
weighed opon her own spirit until she felt 
she could never smile again. In tho midst 
of this experience oho waa rocallod with 
her comrade to take part in the Christmas 
festivities at the Training Home. With a 
certain sad wonder she watched the others 
during that Xmae breakfast. The "joy 
in their salvation" seemed for th* time
